current woman question with so great 
vigor at yesterday morning's session of 
the general conference that before they 
had finished they were involved in com- 
plications that threaten to defeat entire- 
ly their new church constitution. 


Visions of 'woman delegates sitting 


beside them, "cultivating basso profun- 
do voices and joining in terriBe frays," 
loomed up before them, and furthe'r in 
the future appeared the shades of wo- 
men preachers, women presiding elders, 
and, worst of all, woman bishops. 


The trouble began 
when article 3, 


section 1, of the proposed constitution 
was dropped into the arena. It was a 
paragraph innocent.enough in appear- 
ance, and few suspected what was going 
to happen, but in half a minute it had 
been pounced on like a lone bone by a 
lot of hungry dogs. Argument tore it 
into shreds and the verbal scuffle did 
not cease till the inexorable time limit 
put a stop to further talking—till today. 


Election of Lay Delegate*. 


The article in question concerns the 


election of l_ay delegates to the general 
conference by laymen's electoral confer- 
ences. It developed that the term "lay 
delegates" was used for the members of 
the general conference "laymen" for the 
members of the electoral conferences, 
and "lay members" for the ordinary 
church members, who form the rank, and 
file of the denomination. The discrim- 
ination appeared perfectly clsar M bar- 
ring women.from the electoral and gen• 
eral conferences, although recognizing 
their right,to vote for "laymen" mem- 
bers of the lower body. 


Dr. D. H. Moore was first.on his feet. 


"Look et this," he said. "It incorpor- 
ates in our . constitution. that mooted 
question about women by deciding it 
against the women. It will be impossible 
under this rule ever again -to elect a 
woman delegate. It will take the de- 
cision on her credentials out of the hands 
of the general conference and make a 
constitutional amendment necessary for 
reform.

Frock Coat or Petticoat 


_ "This is not a question of woman's 
rights, but a question of the church's 
rights to use its best talent, irrespective 
of frock coat or petticoat. It is oaly 
manly, only chivalrous, only honorable, 
only 
Methodistic, to recognize the 


women and give them a right to the du- 
ties and honors to which the church mav 
call them." 
. .. 


In a twinkling the conference .divided 


itself into the ranks of the women hat- 
ers, the women dodgers and the women 
wanters. Dr. Buckley, after premising 
that the trouble in Eden had been that 
the. woman desired to go out of her 
proper place, and admitting that much 
as he disliked it, women would sooner or 
later be admitted to the general confer- 
ence, said he wanted to be fair, and have 
the old status remain, without effectu- 
ally barring women by this phrase of 
"laymen" in the constitution, 


Today's argument and vote .will prob- 


ably settle the question a s far as the 
constitution is concerned, but even,after 
that the question nr ay come up again 
for separate consideration, as will others 
left unsatisfactorily settled bv the new 
document.

oners Without Trial. 


London, May 11—The Daily Mail 


this morning prints the following from 
St. Petersburg: 


"Today the bill for abolition of trans- 


portation to Siberia was introduced into 
the council, and with the addition of 
only a few unimportant amendments 
passed unanimously. The worst side of 
the deportat'on, to Siberia—arbitrary 
exile without judicial inquiry—will be 
abolished altogether, and the transpor- 
tation of criminals en masse,will cease, 
while the construction of central prisons 
for their temporary reception 'will be 
hurried forward. 


"At the present time there are 300,000 


exiles in Siberia, half of them having 
been sent there without trial. 
They 


are chiefly to be found in the Province of 
Irkutsk."

Plans For Settlement on 


New Jersey. 


The work of establishing the altru- 


istic settlement in Cello Meado, near 
Plainfield, N. J., bj" the corporation 
formed for that purpose under the 
New Jersey laws about a month ago 
is being pushed rapidly, says the New 
York Press. The farm which the cor- 
poration has obtained, that owned by 
the late Senator McPherson, will be 
laid out in broad avenues and streets. 
Every lot is to have a frontage of not 
less tbnn 50 feet and to extfend back 
125 feet to an alley 1C feet wide, to 
make a rear entrance for every house- 
hold. 


Professor A. L. Titsworth, head of 


the department of surveying and land- 
scape .of Rutgers college, has been en- 
gaged to take charge of and direct tbis 
work. Steps are being taken for the 
acquisition of all ti>e-improvements of 
a high class community, such as water- 
works, sewerage, electric lights, paved 
streets, shade trees nnd shrubbery. 


The. erection of the dwelling houses 


of the settlement will be made with a 
view of obtaining pretty architectural 
effects and the largest comforts possi- 
ble. 
Every home will have frontage 


enough to insure space for a flower 
garden, while the depth will be suffi- 
cient for a good sized vegetable garden 
iu the rear. For the-use of the general 
community a public building will be 
erected containing a library, gymna- 
sium, baths and an assembly hall for 
lodges and public meetings. 


The officers of the corporation pro- 


moting the enterprise have received 
many letters from manufacturers, who 
express a desire to know all about the 
settlement, with a view of locating 
there. Contracts are now being pre- 
pared for the first factory to be built. 
It will be a candy factory, moved from 
New York. 


Carried by Women Voteri. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., May 11.—A spe- 


cial election was held to determine 
whether or not $400 should be appro- 
priated for the Institution of manual 
training in the public schools, and out 
of 400 votes cast it was carried by a 
majority of thirteen. The women tax- 
payers of the city took an unusual in- 
terest In the election, and they cast 
one-third of the total vote.

majority of the women who voted were 
in favor of the innovation, and the 
success of the election is indirectly at- 
tributable to . them.

The water boils 
out of these springs and runs to waste 
in a volume two feet wide and six 
inches deep and. at a distance of 100 
yards in ordinary weather Is at the 
boiling point. During winter or sum- 
mer ranchers scald their hogs in the 
stream near the spring. and do it as 
quickly as .It is done iu the vats pre- 
pared for that purpose by the butchers.

that of Ohio by two votes, and that or 
South Bakota by three votes. The re- 
port which was read 
by Governor 


Poynter of Nebraska, 
was adopted 


•without a dissenting vote. The minor- 
ity report threatened last night by 
Committeerjjan Madden of Colorado, 
did not materialize. The committee.on 
permanent organization reported the 
name of Thomas M. Patterson of Colo- 
rado, for permanent chairman, T. H. 
Curran of Kansas, Leo Vincent 
o£ 


Colorado, and E. M. Deisher of. Penn- 
sylvania as permanent secretaries. Mr. 
Patterson's name was greeted with ap- 
plause which expanded Into vociferous 
cheers as he came to the front of the 
platform.

The speaker gave a short history of 


the financial legislation of congress 
during 
the last 
administration 
of 


President Cleveland and that of Presi- 
dent McKinley. "During this contro- 
versy," he said, "the seed of the Peo- 
ple's party, which had been sown with 
1892, began to bear fruit. That party 
believed then, and believes today, in 
the right of the people to control tha 
issue of their own currency without 
dictation of Wall street." 


He then gave a history of the early 


successes of the People's party, and 
went on:

Governor Poynter presented to the 


chairman a gavel made from seventeen 
kinds of Nebraska wood. The report 
of the committee on resolutions was 
called for, but was not ready, and a 
motion to adjourn for three hours was 
howled down. 
"I am now ready to 


entertain a motion for the nomination 
of president, before the ^report of the 
committee, on resolutions is present- 
ed," announced the chairman.
